014 Apothecaries nml Doctor*. 

The offense* of apothecaries In the 
middle age* were numerous and tbe 
punishment In some cases s whipping. 
The worst was the Improper sale of 
poisons—that Is to say. except when 
not duly prescribed by a known physi¬ 
cian of reputation, snd even then not 
to put down In s register tbe name of 
the doctor snd person to whom such 
prescription containing poison As de¬ 
livered. was punishable likewise. The 
sale of poison for dragging fish was 
prohibited snd also that of Inferior 
drugs by any apothecary. To prescribe 
himself (unless a doctor could not be 
found) was an offense punishable by a 
whipping, and all preparations sold by 
him hnd to be made up In tbe presence 
of the doctor or of another apothecary. 
A barber surgeon might only prescribe 
for exterior applications "according to 
surgery." but we are not told what was 
tbe penalty in such a css*.—Gentle¬ 
man's Magazine.

It wa* but a week after this that a 
party of half a dosen Boxer* came 
Into the town. T?tey Inquired first 
♦rhether the place contained any "for¬ 
eign deTlls” and were Informed of the 
Appleby family. 

"We want neither the foreign devils 
nor their gods." said the Boxer, and 
hs went forthwith to spy upon the 
Englishman’s compound 

Hosn U, the gardener, happened to 
hs coming not of the ptecs. going h»n»* 
for hls midday rest.
